Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argument that Allen, Jr. et al. in view of 
Ylonen et al. do not teach or suggest encapsulating data received at a constant bit rate CBR into IP packets having a first packet of 
variable length is not persusive because Allen, Jr. et al. disclose a device for converting voice TDM channels which is CBR into ATM cells 
(see col. 9 lines 15-32) having AAL2 format with variable payload (see col. 10 lines 41-49) and further, Ylonen et al. which disclose a 
method of secure transmission using IP packets where the ESP header whose length is variable (see col. 3 lines 16-46) clearly reads on 
encapsulating received data at CBR into IP packets having variable length as claimed .
